REMARKS 

Upon entry of this amendment, Claims 1-19 are all the claims pending in the application. 
Claims 20-28 are cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

To summarize the Office Action, Claims 1-19 are allowed by the Examiner and claims 
20-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). Further, the Examiner has objected to the 
specification. 

I. Objection to the Specification 

The Examiner has objected to the specification because the title is not descriptive of the 
invention. In response, Applicant has amended the title so as to be more descriptive of the 
invention. Therefore, reconsideration and withdrawal of this ground of objection is requested. 

II. Allowed Claims 

As set forth above, the Examiner has indicated that claims 1-19 are allowed. 

III. Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

Claims 20-23 and 25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bares (U.S. Patent No. 5,981,133) in view of Shimmura (U.S. Patent No. 6,603,934) and 
Miyamoto et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,981,133). Claim 24 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Bares in view of Shimmura and Miyamoto et al, further in view of 
Oogi (U.S. Patent No. 5,974,276). Claim 26 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bares in view of Shimmura and Miyamoto et al., further in view of Suzuki 
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(U.S. Patent No. 6,853,817). Claim 27 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bares in view of Shimmura and Miyamoto et al., further in view of Yoshida et 
al. (JP 8-289148). Claim 28 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bares (U.S. Patent No. 5,981,133) in view of Miyamoto et al. 

Applicant submits that these grounds of rejection are moot in view of the cancellation of 
claims 20-28.
